The reflection 
of such a malicious fabric of non- 
sense iu the Times paragraph is, so 
far as we can learn, the only foot- 
hold thatDame Humor has secured 
No such charge nor even au insinua- 
tion of such as the Times publishes 
has found currency in this locaM'y In 
conversation 
with 
Superintendent 


Bishop, regarding the question of 
starvation among the patients, he de- 
sires us to state that the rumors were 
founded jn falsehood throughout 
The patients are receiving as full and 
nutritious a diet as the most captious 
could expect. An abundance of good 
nourishing fnod, pure milk, fresh 
meats, etc , is always found upon the 
tables. 
The regular inspection of 


meals by the officers of ths institu- 
tion makes the possibility of starva- 
tion entirely out of "the question. 
Aside from the statement of Dr 
Bishop, he desires us to say that tho 
institution is open at all times to the 
inspection of visitors, and those who 
are in the least interested in the 
matter may at any time investigate 
the dietetic system of the Asylum. 


As to the general condition of the 


patients, only the investigation of 
tb,3se s deeply interested as to visit 
the institutipn, will answer for this. 
The fact that only two deaths have 
taken place in 
four and 
a half 


months, one of whiali occurred in a 
patient brought to tho Asylum in a 
dying condition, the other in an ad- 
vanced state of consumption, does 
not speak in favor of the starvation 
charge. 
Two discharges embracing 


complete cures, have been made, and 
there ara no less than two or three 
more discharges to ooour within a 
short time. 
Bat one escape (of 2i 


houis duration) has so far occurred. 


As to tho»ipen393 of the institu- 


tion attention has been frequently di- 
rested to it by the JOURNAL, as rep- 
resenting the minimum 
thus far 


reached in the maintenance of the 
Asvlum. 
The monthly reports of 


Supt, Bishop are a matter of public

BDLIKQ AS TO NEW LODGES. 


The three new Lodges were all instituted after the expiration of 


the first half of the semi-nnnuul term, to wit : Owyhee, No. 14, on 
April 25th; Elko, No. 15th on May 31st and Esineralda, No. 16, on 
June 14th. I made ihe ruling that tho officers installed on those 
nights should serve until June 30th only, and not till December 
31st, 1883. 
The only provision in the Constitution on this subject 


is contained in Sec 2, Ait II, and reads as follows : "No officer 
shall be entitled to the honors of his office unless he has served a major- 
ity of the conventions of the term foe which he was elected; the last 
night of his service to be the last convention of the term." Of 
course if the word "term" is to bo construed as the semi-annual 
term, nnd the provision is to be held applicable to new Lodges, 
then it would necessarily follow, that the officers elected by a new 
Lodge, instituted subsequently to tho expiration of the first bnlf of 
the faemi-annunl term, not having a majority of the nights of that 
term to serve, would huve to serve the balance o that term and also 
the ensuing teiin. Query 1 : Would they have to seive the major- 
ity of the remaining nights of tho ensuing term, or a majority of the 
aggregate number of nights sines their election? Query 2 : Could 
tho officers be elected in the middle of one term to serve the re- 
mainder of that term and the ensuing term? Query 3 : Would 
not a new election and a new installation be necessary? It seems to 
me to be a hardship that the officers of n new Lodge instituted April 
24th should have to serve till December 30th following, in order to 
get their honors, and if it is a hardship on a Lodge instituted on 
April 24th, it is a like hardship on other Lodges instituted during 
the remainder of that term. If I had ruled other than I have, each 
of tbese thiee Lodges would be without a single representative at 
the Grand Lodge, und I certainly don't understand that to be tho in- 
tention of the law. Under tho ruling made each one of the new 
Lodges will have two representatives to the Grand Lodge, and even 
that number does not fully represent the charter [Sec. 3, Art. II, 
Const, for Sub]. 


PBOPOSKD NEW LODGES. 


Despite my failure to establish a new Lodge in Wndsworth, 


am satisfied it can be accomplished by my successor. 


On May 29th I visited Winnemuccn. spending one day there, 


for the purpose of getting up a new Lodge. There would have beon 
no difficulty in securing tbe requisite number of names, but as ( 
the 


only available hall in the town was occupied every evening in the 
week, including Sunday, I was forced to abandon the project. \ un- 
derstand that a Lodge can be formed in Pioche, with but littlo effort, 
and judging by the way in which Lodges of other Orders flourish 
there, it should be a permanent one. Oarhn, a town on th'j line of 
the C. P. K. B., between Palisade and Elko. presents one of the best 
fields in the State for tbe growth of our Order. I became aware, too 
late towards the close of my official term, to take advantage of it, how- 
ever, that there are several Eastern Knights residing tb.ore, and they 
will gladly assist the Exeeutiva officer in building a Lodge. Aurora, 
Oandelaria, Belmont, Paradise, Cherry Creek and Sil.ver City should 
each boast one Pythian Lodge. 


OrriciAi, VISITATIONS. 


During ray official term I have visited every Lodge in the State 


at least once, and thoso Lodges nearer home have been visited fre- 
quently. 


NFVADA No. 1. 


This, the oldest Lodge in this jurisdiction, located at Virginia 


City, is to-day the strongest;, both numerically and financially. This 
desirable position is due to the excellent management of her officers. 
The work is always nicely donn, the books well kept, and tbe Lodge 
properties in good order. 
It is a pleasant sight to visit thin Lodge 


on the occasion of the conferring, of a rank, if only to see tlie well 
filled chairs, and mark the interest her members take in the work. 


This Lorigo numbered June 30, 1883, 135 members, being a greia 


gain of 13, and u net loss of 1 * for the year, and has $2,965 48 on 
hand, as against $3,177 09 for the preceding year. The Lodge ranks 
both numerically and financially No. 1. 


DAMON No. 9. 


My first official visit to this Lodge, looatod at Carson City, was 


on tbe evening of August 16,1882, during the session of tbo Grand 
Lodge at Carson. 
There was quite a fair attendance of members, 


and a large number of visiting Knights. I found the Lodge, however, 
in anything but a healthy condition. The Treasury was about empty, 
a number of its members had become beneficiary and great difficulty 
was being experienced in obtaining a quorum on meeting nights. 
The members present assured me that they would do their best to 
keep the Lodge going, and Surrender tho charter as a last resort. 
On January 3d, 1883, tho Lodge surrendered its charter, having 
about exhausted its Treasury. I placed the property of the Lodge in 
charge of D. D. G. C., Edmund James, whose report will be found 
annexed hereto. 
Tho settlement of the mortgage hold by Damon 


Lodge, I consider the best that could have been made, under tho 
circumstance*, it being a second mortgage, the property being of but 
little value, and the amount of Grand Lodge Funds in the hands of 
the Grand Master of Exchequer being insufficient to redeem the first 
mortgage, even if such ft course had been deemed advisable. 


CAISSON No. 4, 


I have visited this Lodge on several occasions. 
It is a large 


Lodge, located at Carson City, composed oPaotive, energetic men 
and splendid Knights. 
Ths Lodge would be a credit to any juris- 


diction. It has a handsomer paraphernalia, for the amplified third, 
than any Lodge in the State. 
The officers hove the work perfectly, 


and the books arc well kept. 
The membership is increasing, aad 


almost every meeting night witness the conferring of a rank, 
Cnrson, where the Lodge is situated, presents a fine field for the 
growth of tho Order, and these advantages are not lost upon the 
members of the Lodge. 
It is safe to predict that this Lodge will be 


on the " up grade" for many years to come. 


Tho Lodge numbered June 30th, 1883, 74 members, and, losing 


none made a net gain in membership of 13 for the year. Amount ot 
money on hand and invested $2,230 03 as against $2,523 48 for 
preceding year. 
The Lodge ranks numerically No. 5, financially

LINCOLN No, C.

This Lodge, located at Virginia City, has had some drawbacks 


during the past year. 
There has been a number of sick members, 


and the demands upon her Treasury have been largo und continuous. 
She hns suimounted th«se difficulties, however, and there is no 
longer any doubt about her permanency, if her members are as faith- 
ful to her interests in the future as they have been in the past. 
I 


havo visited the Lodge on numerous occasions. 
The Lodga num- 


bered, June 30th, 1883, 70 members, being a gross gain of U for the 
year, but lost her gain through deaths, withdrawals and suspensions. 
She has a balance of cash on hand and invented of $1,110 GO as 
against $2,272 69 for preceding year, and ranks numerical No. 6, 
and financially No. 5. 


BEATIFIC No. 7. 


I paid an official visit to this Lodge on April 20th last, and 


remained three days in Eureka, where the Lodge is located. 
The 


memory of my visit is a very agreeable one. 
I was the recipient of 


many hospitalities, and the various members of the Lodge appeared 
to vie with each other in making the visit of the Grand Chancellor 
a pleasant one and tha first day of my visit I met u Committee of the 
Lodge, and a long consultation ensued about the best policy to pur- 
sue in ofder to keep tha Lodge on its upward march. A great deal of 
interest was manifested by tho members not only in the success of 
the Lodge, but in the Order -universal, and the result of that interest 
is now shown by the splendid gain made in their membership, and 
by what is better than a numerical increase. 
On the night of my

This Lodga, located at Beno, has the enviable reputation of 


being one of the most careful and well drilled in the State. 
Her 


membership, though small, is one that any order would be proud of. 
Her officers take particular pride in doing the work without the 
Bitual and in guarding with strict impartiality h«r doors, and thus 
keeping the Lodge up to the high standard her past has carved out 
for her. 
Amity Lodge is a pride to the Order in thi» State, and her 


membership is beyond reproach. 
The Lodge numbered June 30, 


1883, 64 members, and has lost none, a net gain of 17. 
Amount of 


cash ou hand and invested $1,224 70 as against $1,084 80 for pre- 
ceding year. 
She ranks numerically No. 7, and financially No. 4. 


TOIYABE LODGE No. 9. 


I visited this Lodge, located at Austin, on May 18th, being un- 


der the special custody of Grand Inner Guard James Murray and P. 
C. James L. Smith; it is unnecessary for me to state that I was 
treated in a most Knightly and hospitable manner. On the occa- 
sion of my visit to the Lodge, I was received by the members in 
uniform, and the Grand Honors i wera given iu magnificent style. 
The evening was spent in drilling, exemplification of the secret work, 
after which we were entertained with something sparkling and sub- 
stantial by Bro Murray. 
Tho Lodge is small, but the membership,

Tho Lodge ranks numerically No. 2, 
and financially No. 3. 


LYON LODOB No. 12. 


This Lodge, located at Dayton, is one which this jurisdiction 


may be well proud of. Although Dayton is a very small town, tho 
Lodge is constantly taking in new members, and is careful and 
scrutinizing in her selection; the work in all the degrees is dooe with- 
out the Bitual; the books are kept in an excellent manner; the at- 
tendance is far above the average, and the official positions aro in de- 
mand. Her total membership June 30, 1883, was 47, a gross <j;ain of 
6 and a net gain of 2. The cash on hand and invested amounts to 
$873 38 as against $442 50 for preceding year. The Lodge ranks 
numerically No. 9, financially G. 


HABMONY LODGE No. 13. 


This Lodge, located at Gold Hill, was started October 7, 1881, 


with 79 charter members. Despite the unfavorable times in Gold 
Hill, tho Lodge has held her own fairly well. The total -morn bei ship 
June 30, 1883, was 82, a gross gain for the year of 10, but a net loss 
of 4. Balance on baud and invested of $572 05 ns against $338 71 
for preceding year. The Lodge ranks numerically No. 4 and" finan- 
cially No. '9.
